Washington, Jan. 
28 .—When the 
fact became known that three mem­ 
bers of the senate are fiercely de­ 
nounced in a public document that has 
J ust come from the public printer and 
which was published at the request of 
a senator, there was considerable com­ 
motion in that body. 
The senators stigmatized in this 
government publication are not men­ 
tioned by name, but their identity is 
apparent. 
One is referred to as “a 
notorious demagogue/' another as “a 
devotee of the vagaries of populism,” 
and a third “as a citizen who is dis­ 
tinguished only for his riches and the 
generosity with which he debauched 
the electorate.” 
The strictures upon the senators are 
oontained in a speech delivered by Al­ 
bert A. Daub before the Maryland Oar 
association in the course of a discus­ 
sion of the election of United States 
senators. 
Senator Gallinger of New 
Hampshire is responsible for the pub­ 
licatio n of the speech as a public docu­ 
ment, and it is said that he was un­ 
conscious of the fact that it contained 
any reference to the three senators 
when he obtained the consent of the 
senate for the publication. 
If Senator Gallinger does not ask 
for the recall of the speech and the 
destruction of the documents already 
In print, it is likely that one of the 
three senators involved will bring the 
matter to the attention of the senate. 
Two yëars ago Senator Foraker of 
Ohio, at the suggestion of a friend, 
obtained the consent of the senate to 
publish as a document a speech con­ 
taining a bitter attack upon Vice Pres­ 
ident Fairbanks. This was not known 
until after the publication of the docu­ 
ment, when Senator Foraker apolo­ 
gized toi the senate, explaining that he 
had been imposed upon.

Washington, Jan. 28 .—Foreign at- 1 
tempts to influence American legisla­ 
tion have often been alleged, but never ] 
proved beyond reasonable doubt until < 
now. During the past week copies of \ 
circular letters to farmers of the Unit- i 
ed States have been received iu Wash- ! 
ington and called to the attention of i 
congress. 
These seemed to show the J 
existence of a concerted plan on the i 
part of German potash interests to in- j 
Alienee our legislators against the 
American companies that complain of 
discrimination against them by the 
new German potash law’, aimed direct­ 
ly at them. 
These letters are frankly signed by 
the German Kali works and are ad- . 
dressed to farmers generally in the 
United States asking them to w’rite to 
their congressmen and urge upon them 
to support the German contentions 
against the Americans. Lest the farm­ 
er should make a mistake and support 
the contentions of his own country a 
copy of the letter that he should send 
to his congressman is inclosed, type­ 
written and ready for his signature. 
The letter so to be signed closes with 
an urgent appeal to the congressman 
addressed not to allow President Taft 
to attempt to bring Germany to terms 
by applying the maximum tariff as 
provided by tiie Payne-Aldrieh bill for 
such a contingency. 


T r u s t C a u g h t N a p p in g . 
The simple facts in the case are that 
In July, 19 09 , a number of American 
fertilizer manufacturers purchased a 
very large tonnage of p°tnsh salts for 
use in American fertilizers from in­ 
dependent potash mines in Germany. 
These contracts are made at prices 
considerably under those which had 
ruled up to that date under the dom­ 
ination of theGerman potash syndicate. 
The saving to Americans amounted in 
the aggregate to about $4,000,000 per 
year. 
No sooner had it become known that 
the German trust had been caught 
napping than tremendous pressure was 
brought to bear by the German trust 
magnates to compel these buyers to 
give lip their contracts and buy from 
the syndicate,,, Upon refusal to do so 
government action was threatened that 
would more than offset the advan­ 
tages gained by the Americans. 
These threats were carried into ef­ 
fect by a law’ introduced into the 
bundesrath in December, 19 09 . 
This 
w’as used by the German syndicate as 
a weapon in an attempt to coerce the 
American buyers into a settlement 
whereby the syndicate prices could not 
only be re-established but advanced in 
the United States. 
At the protest of 
the United States department of state 
this law’ was withdrawn by Germany, 
and immediately thereafter the com­ 
mercial treaty betw’een the two coun­ 
tries was consummated, whereby Ger­ 
many 
w’ns 
granted 
the 
minimum 
American tariff. 


Quic k Re pris a l Made. 
Three months later the German 
reichstag passed the present potash 
law w’hereby all the mines w’hich 
exceed their allotments (distributed 
under this law’ by the government) 
are obliged to pay a penalty tax 
for such overproduction equivalent to 
$22 per ton on muriate of potash. 
The price of this article stated In 
the American contracts is but $15 
per tou at the mines. When this 
law was passed the German govern­ 
ment had the American contracts in 
its possession and knew that this pen­ 
alty tax would fall only upon the 
mines holding the American contracts, 
as these mines had sold their entire 
output to the Americans. As citizens 
of no other country held these

tracts the law was aimed specifically 
and exclusively at American interests

There are many evidences that the 


ending stru ggle for existence in the 


crowded centers of popu lation, has 


begu n to think abou t the green fields 
of the cou ntry and a little farm of 


his own, where he can spend his later 


years in independence. 
Evidences 
mu ltiply too that a decided change is 
coming in the mental attitu de of the 
farm you th on the su bject of life on 
the farm. 
Daily there is growing an 
appreciation of the dignity of fann­ 
ing as a profession. 
In 
preparation for a 
life in the 
cou ntry thou sands of 
parents are 
sending their sons to variou s agricu l­ 
tu ral colleges, 
and an 
increasing 
nu mber of these stu dents are from 
the cities. 
The farmers themselves 
in m’any localities are tak ing u p the 
short term scientific cou rses provid­ 
ed by nu merou s colleges. 
The Unit­ 
ed States Government throu gh its 
Reclamation Service is providing the 
land, and the Department of Agri­ 
cu ltu re, the States in their experi­ 
ment stations, the 
railroads 
with 
4heir lectu re cars and exhibits, are 
all encou raging the back to the farm 
movement. 
Throu ghou t the 
land 
there are 
thou sands of people now residing in 
the cities and towns who are stu dy­ 
ing farming with a view u ltimately 
of removing to the cou ntry. 
Today 
they are isimply book farmers, yet it 
is su rprising how qu ick ly these same 
people mak e good when they go into 
the game in real earnest. 
On many of the irrigation projects 
of the Government the managers re­ 
port that a su rprisingly large nu m­ 
ber of city bred folk s have tak en u p 
farms. A crop censu s of the farms 
fu rnishes reasonable 
evidence that 
the city fellow is more than holding 
his own and in some instances has 
been more su ccessfu l than many of 
the experienced 
farmers. 
These 
su ccesses are not exceptional. 
The 
reports show a very small percent­ 
age of failu res on the p art of set­ 
tlers of all classes. 
This fact when 
tak en in connection with the statis­ 
tics of the 
commercial 
agencies 
which show from 50 to 75 per cent 
of failu res in all other professions, 
shou ld tend to accelerate and en­ 
cou rage greatly the 
mu ch 
desired 
efflu x from the city to the cou ntry. 
The farms of the Government are 
contribu ting a new crop of citizen­ 
ship. 
In its efforts to promote the 
bu ilding of homes in a region long 
regarded as worthless, tlie Reclama­ 
tion Service at Washington. D. C., is 
receiving the hearty co-operation of 
the press of the entire cou ntry.

ADMiRAL BARRY HAS 
GIVEN UP HIGH POST 


He Has Resigned “loi Hie 6ood 


of the Service.” 


W ashing ton, Jan. 28 .—“For the g ood 
of the service,” Rear Admiral Edward 
B. Barry , form er commander-in-chief 
of the Pacific fleet, has 
resig ned. 
His resig nation was accepted, to tak e 
effect at once. 
The action was tak en 
with the approval of President Taft. 
His resig nation will completely sepa­ 
rate him from the naval service and 
he will draw no pay from the g overn­ 
ment. 
The navy departm ent first learned 
of the accusation ag ainst Admiral Bar­ 
ry several week s ag o, following his re­ 
q uest for voluntary retirem ent. When 
newspaper reports from San Francis­ 
co of the real facts of the case were 
received at the departm ent, Secretary 
Mey er teleg raphed for a complete re­ 
port. 
In the meantime Admiral Bar­ 
ry ’s req uest for retirem ent had been 
approved by President Tait. 
Last Monday the official report from 
the officers of the W est Virg inia mak ­ 
ing charg es ag ainst him was received 
at the department. 
Barry had de­ 
clined to forward the report, and the 
officers of the flag ship sent it to W ash­ 
ing ton upon their own responsibility . 
As soon as the report was received 
Secretary Mey er laid the case before 
President Taft. The result of his con­ 
sideration of the case was that it was 
decided to permit Admiral Barry to 
resig n “for the g ood of the service.” 
Admiral Barry ’s resig nation will re­ 
move him entirely 
from the naval 
service. 
He will lose his retired pay 
of $4.:>00 and his title. Henceforth he 
will be plain Mr. Barry .

Nev er Ceas ing, 62 7 Separate Meas ­ 


ures Now Being Before the As s em­ 


bly , Elim inativ e Proces s Continues 


Activ e and Im portant Meas ures Are 


Being Tak en Up in Good Order. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 28.—The members 
of the general assembly yesterday 
having adjourned until Monday after­ 
noon, Indiana legislative halls are si­ 
lent and deserted today. One commit­ 
tee, however, has not been relieved by 
the recess, the house committee on 
state prison employing the brief recess 
to make a trip of inspection of the in­ 
stitution at Michigan City. 
In the house yesterday thirty-one 
new bills were introduced, making 364 
separate measures whic’" have been 
poured into the hopper in that body. 
Keegan’s child labor bill was report­ 
ed by the committee on labor. 
Fol­ 
lowing the agreement generally under­ 
stood after the Democratic caucus, the 
three reports already compiled were 
presented. The majority report, sign­ 
ed by Masselink, Keegan, Hammond 
and A. Johnson, recommended the bill 
for passage. 
The nex t report, signed 
by Benz, Ault and Moran, recommend­ 
ed that the bill be indefinitely post­ 
poned, while the third, signed by Ru- 
pel and Eward, favored the passage of 
the bill with age, hour and night work 
amendments. The bill was sent to the 
prin ter and probably will come up for 
second reading early nex t week. 
The committee on organization of 
courts killed the Gary court bill, and 
the Gibson and W arrick court bill, but 
recommended for passage the bill in­ 
troduced by Van Horn to give Ham­ 
mond two additional superior judges. 


Cus todian Bill Fav ored. 
Spencer’s bill providing that the 
governor shall appoint a statehouse 
custodian, and fixing salaries and du­ 
ties, was reported favorably. 
All of 
Buennagel’s fish and game association 
bills were reported favorably with the 
ex ception of the one calling for the 
printing of 10,000 copies of the com­ 
m issioner’s report, which was killed. 
The bill raising the salary of the com­ 
missioner from $1,200 to $4,000 was 
recommended with the amendment 
that the salary be $3,000. The locomo­ 
tive boiler inspection bill was recom­ 
mended with amendments. 
Representative Voris of Montgomery 
county, introduced a bill which if it 
becomes a law will ex tend the Indi- 
anopolis plan of electing city council- 
men to all the cities of the state. For 
first and second class cities it provides 
fo r nine councilmen, no more than six 
o f whom shall be of one political par­ 
ty. 
In all other cities it provides for 
six councilmen. no more than four of 
whom shall be of one political party. 
An additional provision of the bill is 
that in all cities it does away with the 
metropolitan police law, which was re­ 
served in 19 09 for certain cities with 
the appointing power in the hands of 
the mayor. 


Report on Soldiers ’ Bill. 
In the senate nine new bills were 
Introduced, making 263 all told In that 
body. Among the bills passed was one 
providing for the settlem en t by school- 
book depositories with book companies 
every ninety days. 
As the committee on military affairs 
made a divided report on Senator 
Stran ge’s bill giving preference to for­ 
m er United States soldiers and ma­ 
rines in appointments under the state, 
the consideration of the bill was mad« 
a special order of business for Jan. 31 
at 11 o’clock a. m. 
Senator Stran ge’s 
bill, giving towns, cities, counties or 
corporations organized for the purpose 
the right of eminent domain for ac­ 
quiring property for historic purposes, 
was reported favorably arid the report 
was approved. 
The bill increasing the salaries of 
county commissioners in Marion coun­ 
ty from $2,200 to $3,000 a year; in Al­ 
len county from $1,200 to $2,400 a 
year; in Lake county from $600 to 
$1 ,600; in St. Joseph county from $750 
to $1,500, and in Vigo county from $9 00 
to $1,500, which failed to pass In the 
senate Thursday for lack of a consti­ 
tutional majority, was called up again 
yesterday and “squeezed” through the 
senate by ex actly the necessary num­ 
ber of votes. The vote Thursday stood 
25 ayes and 24 noes. 
Yesterday it 
stood 26 ayes and 20 noes, Hanna and 
Powers, who had previously voted 
against the bill, switching over to its 
support. Hanna ex plained that he did 
so because Vanderburg county pays 
Its commissioners $1,500 a year. 
A unanimous report of the senate 
committee on public morals favoring 
the passage of the bill introduced by 
Senator Proctor for the regulation o f 
the liquor traffic was made. The com­ 
m ittee’s report was accepted without 
any attem pt having 
been made to 
amond the bill. Senator Fleming’s bill 
fo r the regulation o f the liquor traffic, 
which has been in the hands o f the 
co mmittee fo r some time, was no t re­ 
po rted.
